Crispness 
Insured at 
New Safeway

One of the' largest, most 
modern produce counters will 
be packed with crisp vegetab­ 
les and. fruit right out of the 
freezing rooms when the new 
Torranee Safeway market 
opens.

The huge counter will in­ 
clude a 60 foot refrigerated 
open stand and a 98 foot "dry" 
stand both built at low levels 
so shoppers will have an easy 
time loading their carts.

Built of stainless steel, the 
refrigerated racks will have 
screen bottoms so excess mois­ 
ture accumulating on the pro­ 
duce can drain down into re­ 
moval pans.

Beneath the removal pans 
will be extra storage space for 
bags, cutting tools and other 
equipment. All stands are built 
so they can be loaded from 
the back, thus allowing custo­ 
mers to continue shopping 
while the stand is replenished.

Back of the counters are lo­ 
cated two ceiling-high 30-foot 
long stainless steel storage 
boxes for produce. In one a 
fog nozzle will keep'humidity 
at about 96 per cent. The sec­ 
ond is to be kept at 85 per 
cent humidity.

Next to the storage boxes 
la located the cutting and trim­ 
ming room. A roller conveyor 
starting at the door enables 
vegetables to move along an 
assembly line from the truck 
to trimming to storage without 
workers being required to do 
heavy lifting.

Large cork bulletin boards 
behind the front counters will 
keep customers posted on the 
latest prices.

A distinctive new principle 
designed to make stocking and 
servicing of main counters 
simpler and speedier Is incor­ 
porated In the new Safeway 
store at 1644 W. Carson.

All main food counters, ex­ 
cept the central counters lo­ 
cated In the center floor of 
the market, will be serviced 
from storage rooms immedi­ 
ately behind the particular 
counter, thus eliminating any

Safeway Proud 
Of Reputation 
For Good Meats

Justifiable pride Is taken by 
Safeway Stores in the quality 
of meats In their stores and 
they have taken every precau­ 
tion to see that the meat sold 
in their new store will be 
the finest and freshest.

"Fresh" meat does not neces­ 
sarily mean freshly killed ani­ 
mals, however. Store officials 
point out that Safeway beef la 
not delivered for sale until it 
has been properly, carefully 
aged to assure the maximum 
in flavor.

The choicest beef, lamb and 
pork are constantly being 
sought out by expert buyers 
so that patrons of Safeway 
markets will unfailingly be as­ 
sured of quality meat.

After slaughter the Safeway 
meat is left in huge coolers, 
which have a constantly main­ 
tained temperature to permit 
accurate, scientific ageing with 
no chance of spoilage. When 
ready for the markets, the big 
sides of beef are rushed from 
the coolers into refrigerated 
trucks and sped to butcher de­ 
partment freezers.

When the meat is cut by 
Safeway-tralned butchers, it is 
done in refrigerated rooms. 
'After the cuts are made and 
the bone and fat trimmed 
away the meat then goes to 
the automatic wrapping and 
weighing machine. This is a 
long electric conveyer .which 
la under constant refrigera­ 
tion.

When wrapped, weighed and 
stamped, the meat then goes 
to the display counters, which 
are refrigerated near the 
freezing point.

Because Safeway has estab­ 
lished itself as a market for 
fine meats, the store meat de­ 
partment crews are carefully 
selected and trained.

Three main storerooms com­ 
prise the "service" areas. Be­ 
hind the produce department 
Is the cutting and storage 
room; in'the rear of the bak­ 
ery and dairy departments are 
walk-In entrances to the coun­ 
ters where stocks may be re­ 
plenished, and in the meat de- 
pirtment storage handling de­ 
partments are just behind the 
counter.

In addition access doors 
from the main stock room 
along the west side of the 
building provide for quick 
stocking of the main center 
counters. . ,

All three main stockrooms 
are equipped with roller type 
assembly lines so stock can be 
moved from one area to an 
other quickly without need of 
pushcarts or excessive carry­ 
ing. '

Twelve stockmen and 24 box 
boys plus individual depart­ 
ment workers will be available 
to keep stocks readily supplied 
for customer selection.
